2. Lileth M. Kain, Louise J. Stovall, and Helen M. Orr 
own Lots 53, 54, and 55 in said Lincoln Highway Park Addition, which lots 
abut on the West side of Sidney Street, South of Jefferds Avenue, and 50 


feet West of the terminus of the proposed vacation of said street. 


3. No other real estate abuts the proposed vacation of 
Jefferds Avenue; that Parker R. Whiting owns that portion of Lots 188, 189
